The scheme of the 
r epublican 
manager s to or ganize the r ailr oad 
employes and telegr aph oper ator s 
of Sedalia into a par tisan political 
club came to a sudden and untime­ 
ly end at 
the cour t 
house 
last 
night. 
It had been given out that ther e 
would be a meeting of r ailr oad em­ 
ployes and telegr aph oper ator s at 
the cour t house to or ganize a polit- 
cal club, and many r ailr oad men, 
supposing it to be an effor t to or ­ 
ganize to pr omote the inter est of 
themselves and fellow employes in 
matter s of legislation, wer e pr es­ 


ent. 
The meeting was called to or der 
and the sur pr ise of the r ailr oad men 
can be imagined when they saw 
Col. J. W est Goodwin put for ­ 
war d as tem.por ar y chair man to ex­ 
plain the pur pose of the meeting. 
It is unnecessar y to r emind the 
people of Sedalia that Col. G ood­ 
win is not exactly the ideal leader 
to put for war d to contr ol the r ail­ 
r oad men of this city. Indeed Col. 
Goodwin is gener ally 
known as 
having fought or ganized labor , and 
par ticular ly the r ailr oad or ganiza­ 
tions, mor e bitter ly than any other 
m an in the state, and the fight was 
not altogether one-sided either . 
So 
the 
appear ance 
of 
Col. 
Goodwin in the r ole of dir ecting 
r ailr oad men how they should vote 
had 
ver y 
much the 
effect that 
would be pr oduced by shaking a 
r ed r ag in the face of an a»gr y 
bovine. 
Col. Goodwin, however , calmly 
pr oceeded to make a par tisan r e­ 
publican speech, lauding the beau­ 


t i e s (? ) of" M cKinley ism and de­ 
nouncing 
Br yan, fr ee silver and 
democr acy gener ally, 
and 
asked 
the r ailr oad 
men 
to 
or ganize a 
br anch of the Railr oad Employes 
and Telegr apher s’ Political asso­ 
ciation. 
Mr . W . E . Miller , a Missour i 
Pacific conductor , at this stage of 
the pr oceedings ar ose and enter ed 
an 
emphatic pr otest. 
To boom 
McKinleyism and the gold stand­ 
ar d, he said, was no par t of the 
plans and pur poses of the Railr oad 
Em ploves’’and Telegr apher s’ Polit­ 
ical club, as the same had been ex­ 
plained to him by the secr etar y, 
who was his per sonal fr iend. 
“ On 
the other hand, that or ganization 
had been gotten up to look after 
the inter ests of r ailr oad men and 
telegr apher s in matter s of state leg­ 
islation. 
Mr . Miller ’s r emar ks wer e loudly 
and gener ally applauded by the 
audience, and when he declar ed 
that he would have nothing to do 
with the effor t to or ganize the r ail­ 


r oad employes into a 
M cKinley 
club,and bade the meeting a polite 
“ 
good night,” he was joined by 
ever y r ailr oad man in the audience 
except thr ee. 
The r ailr oad men who withdr ew 
then walked acr oss the hall to the 
opposite cour t r oom, and, 
amid 
gr eat 
enthusiasm, 
or ganized 
a 
Br yan and Docker y club. 
The 
r epublican 
manager s cer ­ 
tainly made a mistake when they 
put 
Col. J. W est Goodwin for ­ 
war d to or ganize the r ailr oad men 
of Sedalia. 
Instead of causing a 
stampede of democr ats into the r e­ 
publican r anks, the r ailr oad men 
will r esent the action and will be 
mor e active than ever in suppor t­ 
ing Br yan, Docker y and the dem­ 
ocr atic ticket.

Pittsbur g Headlight. 
A s 
was 
stated

Satur day’s 
issue, the company yet own and 
contr ol the subsidies along the line, 
both in Missour i and Kansas, and 
the building of the r oad is mor e 
necessar y now than it was when 
the company was or ganized. 
J. C. Fisher , of Joplin, one of 
the stockholder s and dir ector s, has 
been 
east at the r equest of the 
stockholder s of thr ee differ ent r ail­ 
r oad 
companies, 
who 
desir e to 
r each out into the countr y cover ed 
by his company, and each made 
him a pr oposition for his company 
to go ahead with the enter pr ise, to 
be tur ned over to them when com­ 
pleted. 
The Chicago and Alton compa­ 
ny, it seems, claim ail pr ior r ights 
or option upon the new line when 
completed, for it connects with one 
of their br anches at Jeffer son City, 
but two other companies want in 
on the final tur n r ound also. 
Mr . Fisher is an attor ney and 
has been in close touch with r ail­ 
r oad companies for year s, but was 
not author ized to act as a stock­ 
holder and dir ector of the Chicago, 
Jeffer son C ity and 
Pacific 
com­ 
pany, and it was for the pur pose 
of talking over the pr opositions in 
hand that the dir ector s met Satur ­ 
day. 
The dir ector s decided upon two 
counter pr opositions, and in lieu 
of their acceptance agr eed to ac­ 
cept the thir d pr oposition made by 
one of the companies, 
which 
is 
looked upon as a ver y liber al one. 
T. C. Fisher will r etur n east this 
we^ek for the expr ess pur poses of 
making ever y pr eliminar y ar r ange­ 
ment for the ear ly building of the 
r oad.

THE DUTY OF MOTHERS. 


Cashier Had Satchels Fu ll of Money 
and Soon Satislied the De­ 
p ositors of the Bank. 


W ith two satchels filled with 
$200,000 in cu rrency , Cashier Jas. 
R . Wy lie, of the National City 
bank, of Grand Rap ids, Mich., 
made a mile a minu te ru n on a 
sp ecial train 
to Grand 
Hav en 
Tu esday morning in resp onse to a 
telep hone messag e from there to 
the effect that a ru n, which had 
been started on the First National 
bank of that city , was still 
in 
p rog ress and that the bank’s ready 
fu nds were g etting low. 
Up on arriv al he fou nd, howev er, 
that the ru n had finally been stop ­ 
p ed, and that some of the dep osi­ 
tors were already retu rning their 
money . 
The bank is p erfectly solv ent, 
bu t most of its ready money was 
in Detroit and Chicag o, and it was 
not w^ell p rep ared to stand a two 
day s’ ru n. 
The demand by dep ositors was 
started by stockholders of the de­ 
fu nct Grand Hav en Leather com­ 
p any , who hav e been heav y losers 
from the failu re of that comp any , 
and who hav e a feeling ag ainst A l­ 
fred Sticknev , who was treasu rer 
of the comp any , and who is also 
cashier of the bank. 
M onday morning , it is charg ed, 
one of these men deliberately start­ 
ed a story ag ainst the credit of the 
bank, say ing 
that the directors 
were withdraw ing their money . 
The news sp read and a ru sh com­ 
menced, bu t the bank telep honed 
to Grand Rap ids and a su p p ly of 
cash was taken down su fficient to 
p ay all demands. 
It was su p p osed that this had 
ended the ru n, bu t a ru sh of p eo­ 
p le beg an ag ain when the bank 
op ened 
Tu esday 
morning , 
and 
Cashier W y lie’s ex citing trip was 
the resu lt.

Oneida and Derringer collieries of 
Cox e Bros. & Co. liv e, 
decided 
early to close down the mine. They 
gathered in grou ps on the street as 
early as 3 o’clock. 
As the non­

went to work thev 
were asked by the strikers to re­ 
main at home. 
Some tu rned back, 
others did not. 
Those who went 
to the colliery were stoned. 
Van Blargin, one of the non­ 
u nion employ es, attempted to pu ll 
a rev olv er, bu t the weapon was 
taken from him, and in the beat­ 
ing he receiv ed he had sev eral ribs 
broken. 
The strikers remained at the col­ 
liery all mornifig. 
As the small 
mine locomotiv e u sed in hau ling 
coal from the No. 2 and No. 3 col­ 
lieries to the Oneida breaker pu lled 
u p on t'he road near the latter col­ 
liery a crowd of women blocked 
the track. 
The women were told 
by General Su perintendent Ku d- 
lick to go home. 
He assu red them 
that their hu sbands wou ld get an 
increase in wages and that their 
other griev ances wou ld be proper­ 
ly adju sted. 
The women refu sed to listen and 
stoned the su perintendent, 
who 
was wou nded in the head. 
Then 
the striking men and women ru sh­ 
ed toward the colliery . 
A force 
of abou t fifty special policemen, 
who had been brou ght down from 
Beav er Meadow to prev ent trou ble, 
attempted to intercept the mob,bu t 
they were powerless to do any ­ 
thing, and retired to the engine- 
hou se. 
Ju st as the officers got close to 
shelter a shot was fired. 
This was 
followed by another, and in a few 
seconds many shots rang throu gh 
the air. 
Policeman Mills was the 
first to fall. 
Then Joseph Lecco, a 
striker, staggered to the grou nd. 
No one knows wlio shot first, bu t 
it IS believ ed that both the strikers 
and the officers u sed their weapons. 
A gu nshot killed Mills and small 
shot stru ck Policeman 
Kellnor. 
Lecco, the striker, wa s stru ck by a 
ball from a rev olv er,with which all 
the officers were armed. 
After the shooting the strikers 
dispersed. 
Sheriff 
Toole, 
of 
Schu y lkill cou nty , in whose ter­ 
ritory the clash occu rred, was in 
Philadelphia and cou ld render no 
assistance. 
His chief depu ty , Jas. 
O ’Donnell, arriv ed here du ring the 
afternoon and went to the scene 
w’ith a force of men. 
Rev . Carl Hou ser, a Lithu anian 
minister from Freeland, who bap­ 
tized a child at Oneida iu st at tlie 
time the shooting was in progress, 
was mistaken by the strikers for 
Su pt. Ku dlick and narrowly es­ 
caped being stoned. 
He was soon 
recognized by a friend and escort­ 
ed safely to the station.
